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ConsIDERATIONS on the State of the Britifh Trade, 8c: 





From Churftapy, May 6. to Saturday, May 8. 1714. 





HE laft MERCATOR made it, as he thinks, 
unqueftionable, that the Woollen-Manufa- 


tures of this Kingdom are carry‘d in great 

Quantities to Marfeilles in France, what they 
are done with: when they come there ; That let the Op- 
pofers tell us if they can, andthe MERCATOR 
Challenges them to do it, or acknowledge themfelves 
Cheats and Deceivers. 


If they are carry’d into France, then the Point is * goa 
that way on our fide, and the Pretence that the French 
do not want our Manufactures, but have enough of their 
own, is Vanifhed and Confunded, and they ought to be 
hiffed at by all Britain for ftarting fuch ridiculous and 
abfurd Trumpery into the World. 


If they are Exported from thence to other Places, then 
the Point is loft that way on their fide, and the French 
who they had vouch’d, were able to fupply all the World 
with their own rare Excellent Manufaétures, and as the 
wife Guardian had advanced War in a fair way to En- 
grofs all the Trade of Europe, ase made Brokers to car- 
ry, and fell our Goods for us, which the Devil mujt be in 
themif they did, while they had enough of their own. 


Thefe Things are fo Self-evident, that after this, no 
Man ought to talk to any. If thefe TR ADE PRE- 
SERVERS, Trade Confounders, theyfhould be called, 
till they have anfwerd it: Reply they will, no doubr, 
and rail moft plentifully, as thofe who cannot anfwer, 
often do; But to anfwer it not in the Nature of the 
Thing, it can by no means admit of an Anfwer. The 
Goods are provid to be carry’d to Marfeilles, there the 
MERCATOR has landed them fairly ; what comes 
of them after we all know, the beft and moft experi- 
enc’d Merchant on the Exchange of London will not 
doubt it. The Ships are known, Ships Name and Ma- 
fters Name are known from England, 28 Ships within 
11 Months have deliver’d at Marfeilles, we challenge 
and defy thefe Oppofers to tell us what was done with 
the Goods, if not fent into France. 


The MERCATOR knows and has Experience of 
the Fact, when he has been abroad inthofe Parts, that the 
French often carry whole Bales of Long-Ells and Englith 
Long-Cloths from Marfeilles to other Ports, and call 
them Goods made in France ; but this is an Inftance our 
Oppofers will not touch with, becaufe it takes away all 
Pretence to the making them at home. 


But for the Argument it felf, let the Oppofers fairly 
confute it if they can, as they would not be accounted 
Deceivers and Deluders of the People, Slanderers of theit 
Country, and a treaclicrous fore of Hypocrites, not to 
be trufted in any thing as they would not acquiefe in 
thefe Titles, let them enter imto the Particalers. and 
without any more Equivocations and Shufflings, tell the 
Honeft People of England the naked Truth in plain and 
well-attefted Terms. | | 


1. Do the French receive great Quantities of Englifh 
Woollen-Manufactures into the Port of Marfeilles, or do 


they not? If they deny it then the Proofis ours, and the 
MERC ATOR is ready for it. 


2. If they do, as muft be own'd, Then do they Export 
thofe Englifh Woollen-Manufaures to other Countries, 
or dothey not ? And if they do, let it be fhewed, for 
the Proof is theirs, they having affirm’d, if they cannot 
prove it, they are defeated, and fo they are if they can, 


If they prove that they are carry’d out of France, then 
the Opinion of the French abounding in ManufaStures 
of their own will be fhewn in its own native Falfiry and 
Foolifhnefs ; tor if it were with them as thefe Men have 
alledged, they muft be bewitch’d to fend our Goods 
about the World, when they had fo many of their own 
and let thefe Men tell us why the French do not fend 
their own Goods to thofe Places, if they have any, ra- 
ther than ours; and if ftill they infift, that they do ne- 
verthelefs fend ours, then let them tell us, why we can- 
not come to the fame Port as well as the French, and 
whether we do or not; and if we do, why we do-not 
underfel them and ger all the Trade ? 


If they cannot prove that they are carry’d out of 
France, they are in a worfe Cafe ftill; for then they muft 
be acknowledg’d to be confumed in France, which is the 
Sum and Subftance of all the Argument which they have 
been fo long oppofing. 


The MERCATOR comes next to the Quantity of 
Goods which are Exported to France, under the Title of 
The Streights. It has been fhewn, how that to all the 
other Ports in the Streights many Goods are daily Enter'd 
inthe particular Names of thofe Ports, as at Leghorn,: 
Alicant, Malaga, &c. or Spain in general ; for Example, 
take three Weeks only from the firft of April to the 20th 
Inclufive, or let them take any other time when and 
where they pleafe, From 
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pay From the Cuftom-houfe.

. Ajlthis while there are alfo Ships Entred at the Cu- 
fiom-houte and upon the Exchange for Alicant, Malaga, 
Leghorn, &c. but not a Ship to Marfeilles. 


And all this time we have only one Entry to Mar- 
feilles, or two at moft, viz. April 6. Marfeilles, 16 Ton 
Copperas, value about 90]. and not above fix Entries 
more in fever Months for Marfeilles, and not one Ship 
Entred thither : So that thofe Six fmall Parcels of Goods, 
(viz.) April 3¢. 42 C. Leather; May 2. 40 C. Tin; all 
thefe muft go without Shipping, or Ships muft go on 

urpofe out of their way to deliver thofe Trifles at 
Marfeilles ; either of which is abfurd. 


The Truth is this, that great Quantities of Goods 
were fhipped in feveral Ships to Marfeilles, at leaft 28 
or 30 Ships can be proved to have gone thither, all 
Entred at the Cuftom-houfe as to the Streights, and thic 
Goods alfo. 


It follows next, to take a View of what Woollen 
Manufactures, and other Englifh Goods, have been 
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Exported from Loftdon to the Streights in fome certain 
time; of which the MERCATOR fays, and has 
given his Reafons for it, that he thinks it very rea- 
fonable to fuppofe One half went for Marfeilles, bur 
let them take a Third, or a Quarter, or any Quantity 
they pleafe, that they can give a good Reafonfor. The 
Account is as follows.
